polsoning Investigation now in progress.
They are Samuel Friedman, allas Nigger

Friedman, and Thomas O'Brien, robbers,
‘under thirty years sentence each.

j . The story which they told Assistant

District Attorney Weller last week when
he visited Auburn prison and which they
repeated yesterday said that Max Bwir-
skey and David Kalhofer, owners of
the Columbla O. K. Ice Cream Company
of & Cannon street, had pald them §150
to polson nine horses of the Royal Ice
Cream Company, Brooklyn, of which
Henry J. Kolchin is the president. Swir-
skey wnd Kalhofer have been indicted.

They sald that in October, 1910, Bwir-
skey came to them and offered $100 for
the job, telling them that the Royal Ice
, Cream Company was invading New York
territory. HSwirskey sald the Royal had
not joined the New York und Brooklyn
Tve Cream Manufacturers Hoard of Trade
and so was entitled to no protection.

O'Brien said that he went to the Hrook-
Iyn tirm and asked for work as & stable-
man. He wasn't hired, but a few nights
later he and ¥Friedman went to the stable
with twelve arsenic pilis. O'Brien climbed
a roof, broke through a window and gave
the pills to nine horses.

ANSWER IN THREAD SUIT.

American Thread Coémpany and
Others Demy Trust Charge.

TrENTON, N. J, Sept. 10.—An additional
answer was filed in the United Htates Dis-
trict Court here to-day by defendants in
the suit of the United States Government
to dissolve the so-called thread trust under
the Bhepman anti-trust act. The answer,
which was a joint one, was signed by the
American Thread Company, the Thread
Agency and several Individuals® 1t Is
largely a repetition of the joint answer
flled yesterday by J. & T. Coats, Limited,
and other defendants affillated with the
Coats interests.

It is specifically denied in the answer
filed to-day that the English Bewing Cot-
ton Company, Limited, of England is rep-
resented in the United Btates by the Amer-
jcan Thread Company. It Is also denled
that the Coats company dominates the
English SBewing Cotton Company, the
American Thread Company or the Thread
Agency.

1In averring that the Coats interests do
not dominate the thread business in the
United States the answer declares that
there are forty independent manufactories
in Great Britain and sixty-five in the
United Btates. It Is averred that the
American Thread Company controls only
about 23 per cent. of the cotton thread
{ndustry in this country, and, Including
silk, linen and cotton yarn, only about
16 per cent.
